Suffrage Club. 


Mrs. Keith issued a statement in which 


she said: "In my opinion such an ex- 
pressed fear OP prophesy is,an insult to 
the manhood and womanhood of this 
country and should be indignantly re- 
pulsed, no matter by whom heard, even 
were he the highest official in the United 
States. 
Suffragists - do not regard false 


prophets for we can refer to experience 
and results obtained in those countries 
,nd states which enjoy the benefit of 
equal suffrage. 


Alva Adams of Pueblo, ex-Governor 
Colorado, also takes issue with this 


statement of Miss Bronson. He declares 
that equal suffrage does not put elections 
under tribute to the vicious, but elevates 
the electorate. 'Bad women exert little 
political influence,' he says; 'that they 
will vote and the good women will not 
is nonsense. The red-light woman is as 
lacking in political interests as she is in 
morals. 
She seldom votes unless forced 


to do so by sheriff or police officials. Her 
vote, like her degradation. Is generally 
man's sin rather than her own.' "

SACRAMENTO, March 21. . — Senator 


Hewitt of Ixia Angeles, author of the 
second measure Intended to make pos- 
sible the annexation 
by a city in one 


county of cities In another county, will 
have a very difficult job In passing the 
measure carrying his name and -which 
bears some resemblance to the "Wolfe 
amendment. 


The bill 13 now only on third reading 


and Is still to be amended. In ths event 
of the amendment being1 adopted In the 
Senate, the measure must again go hack 
to committee for engrossment and then 
come up for final passage. That point 
can not be reached before next Thursday, 
at the earliest, and it may be still further 
delayed. 


There will be considerable discussion 


of the measure by those opposed to It, 
but the author declares that in view of 
all the discussion which attended the con- 
sideration of the Wolfe bill he will not 
consume more than five minutes in ex- 
plaining the features of the measure. 


WILL BE DELAY. 


In the event of tho passage 
of the 


bill, there will, of course, be a motion 
for 
reconsideration 
made. 
That 
will 


necessitate a delay of at least another 
day. 
When the time to press the mo- 


tion for reconsideration the next day 
arrives there will bo an attempt made 
to have the consideration continued for 
still another day, which wll mean the 
putting1 off of the hearing one day nearer 
final adjournment, which certainly will 
tako place next Monday 'night. 


In the event of the 
bill passing the 


Senate on reconsideration, It will go to 
the Assembly, where it will bo referred 
to fhe judiciary committee and where it 
must take Its turn for 
consideration, 


because there will not be friends enough 
of tho measure to give It precedence 
among- the measures which are now and 
which will be then- on the files of that 
body. Nothing-, save a miracle In political 
sharp practice will, therefore, be able to 
get tha bill out of that committee be- 
fore the hour for adjournment. 


HEWITT COMMENDS IT. 


Senator Hewitt 
says that 
there 
is 


nothing that is not commendable in his 
bill. 
"While Los Angeles, which he rep- 


resents, 
has no Intention of acquiring1 


any city outside her own county, the 
clause in the measure which makes such 
a thing possible waa Inserted to accom- 
modate San Francisco to affect the an- 
nexation 
of towns on 
the 
peninsula 


south of that city. It waa not, he de- 
clares, intended especially for Oakland 
or, Indeed, for any of the towns in Ala- 
meda county unless the people of those 
towns should vote In such a manner as to 
bring about such a consummation. 


"Under my bill," said the senator to- 


day, "there Is no possibility o£ Oakland 
being annexed to San Francisco save by 
a majority vote, not alone of her own 
people, but also by a majority vote of the 
electors In all the towns of Alameda 
county. 
The bill will ..not 
permit 
the 


taking of one city, nice Oakland, Sacra- 
mento, Fresno or Stockton, out of their 
respective counties and leaving the rest 
of the towns of these political divisions. 
Neither does It allow the taking of a 
ring ot the territory of a county and 
leaving the center undisturbed. It would 
be impossible for Piedmont to be annexed 
to San Francisco while all the contiguous 
towns around that city remain outside 
the consolidation. Oakland might be con- 
solidated If a majority of her electors 
voted In favor of consolidation and a 
majority of the electors In all the towns 
an*, cities of Alameda county should also. 
vote In favor of the consolidation. This 
bill I have been requested 
to present 


by all the commercial and civio bodies of 
Los Angeles, regardless of tho fact that 
three of the senators from Los Angeles 
county will oppose the measure." 


REPORTS GARBAGE BILL. 


Senator Stetson of the Senate judiciary 


committee today reported the amendment 
to I-Jarlan Assembly bill, preventing the 
dumping of g-arbage In navigable waters 
of the State and the loading of vessels 
with garbage with the purpose of deposit- 
ing the same In the waters of the Pacific 
ocean. 
The hill was specially directed 


against the method of Oakland, employ- 
Ing a vessel for the purpose of getting rid 
of Its garbage by depositing the same 
at sea. 
The original bill specified no 


distance at sea at which the 
refuse 


should be deposited. 
The amendment 


'supplies this omission, placing the dump- 
ing line 20 miles from shore and insisting 
that a city inspector shall 
accompany 


each vessel load of garbage and enforce 
the requirement. 
Tho bill was Inspired 


by tho complaint of people in Sausalito 
to the effect that a great deal of the 
refuse of Oakland and Berkeley, after 
being dumped In the ocean, was washed 
back on the shores of Marln county. The 
amendment was satisfactory to the as- 
semblyman and senator of Marln county

SACRAMENTO, March 21.—By a vote 


of 20 to 10 the Senate last night passed 
the bill by Senator Stetson providing for 
the cession by the state to the city of 
Oakland of the tldelands In the harbor of 
that municipality. 


Senator Stetson detailed the* history of 


the tidelands and* the waterfront litiga- 
tion of Oakland. 
He told how that mu- 


nicipality had at length, through a decis- 
ion of the federal courts, regained pos- 
session of a large portion of the water- 
front of which it had been deprived by 
dishonest officials and how it had bought 
more of it that had gotten into private 
ownership. He also showed that the bill 
pro-posed simply to allow Oakland to ex- 
ercise control over the lands..in trust for 
the state, and that that control or ces- 
sion could be 
withdrawn at any time. 


The granting of the cession was to en- 
able the city of Oakland to develop the 
lands for commercial purposes.

L MINES' TOLL 


Costs 1125 Deaths to Extract 


231,966,070 Tons in 


Pennsylvania. 


HARRISBURG, March 21.—It .cost 


the llvea of 1125 men to mine 231,- 
966,070 tons of coal In Pennsylvania 
last year, according to annual report 
of the chief of the state department 
of mines Just Issued. The report gives 
the following^ statistics: 


Bituminous coal produced, 148,698,- 


776 tons; persons employed, 187,711; 
killed, 627. 


Anthracite coal produced, 83,269,294 
tons; persons employed, 167,927: Wil- 
ed, 598. 
Thai loss -of life In the bituminous 
districts for every 1,000,000 tons pro- 
duced was 3.54; in the anthracite dis- 
tricts 7.18. The number of lives lost 
in the bituminous for 1,000,000 tons 
profluced will compare with the rec- 
ord of any other state or any conti- 
nental country, the report says, but 
when the loss of life in the anthra- 
cite district Is Included, It raises the 
number of lives lost to 4.85 per mil- 
lion tons. Even at this rate, accord- 
Ing to the report, Pennsylvania is pro- 
ducing more coal per life lost than Is 
produced in Great Britain or most of 
the states of the union.

jAYOE, MOTT lias no sincerer friend than 
THE TRIBUNE. It has supported him loy- 
ally from the time he first became a candidate 
for the Mayoralty, and has seconded all his • 
public improvement plans -with a zeal which 
admitted of no mistake and has never slack-, 
eiiccl. It has done this for the good of Oak- 
land. Now for the good of Oakland and for 


the mayor's own personal benefit, we propose to tell him a few 
plain truths. 


Mayor Mott cannot afford to go before the people in this 


campaign as the deputy of a political boss. The city cannot 
afford to elect a Board of Commissioners who will turn the 
public service over to a political machine directed by a boss 
more intent upon filling the salaried offices with his followers 
than upon furthering the welfare of the city. To put it plainly, 
the people of Oakland respect Mayor Mott and have confi- 
dence in the rectitude of his intentions, but they are not willing. 
that he should govern the city under direction of Mike Kelly, 
for the benefit of Mike Kelly and for the upbuilding of Mike 
Kelly's political machine. 


Because of the trend of municipal events during the past- 


two years, a new issue has arisen in the city. "Shall Mike 
Kelly run the city government of Oakland1?" It is an issue 
which Mayor Mott can determine in advance of the city elec- 
tion, else the voters will 'determine it at the polls. 


There are other pitfalls in the path of'the Mayor, but this 


is the most dangerous pitfall he has to encounter. It has long 
been a matter of common knowledge that no person seeking 
place under the city government could find favor unless he had 
the endorsement of Mike Kelly. Every department of tli£ city 
government is filled up with political workers selected by Mike 
Kelly. Even now Mike Kelly is sending men to the City Hall 
with this message, "tell the Mayor's secretary that Mike Kelly. 
sent yon and yon will get a job." It is notorious that so far as 
influence at the City Hall goes, Mike Kelly's little finger is 
thicker than the loins of all the merchants of Oakland. 


Moreover, things have reached such a <pass that no man 


is eligible to hold office in Oakland unless "Mike Kelly" is 
chalked on his back. At the City Hall Mike Kelly's endorse- 
ment is regarded as an indispensable requirement in a candi- 
date for office. In the selection of candidates for the office of 


commissio'nef no man who did not have Mr. Kelly's endorse- 
ment was taken up. "When Kelly said ilo his name was crossed 
off the list. ' 


At this- moment,'although .the. primary election has not 


been held, the important office of City Treasurer has already 
been filled—filled by an' appointee selected by Mike.Kolly.: 
Other important administrative positions have been parcelled, 
out with the approval of Mike Kelly. At the bottom of every- 
thing is Mike Kelly. Everything has to be arranged to his 
satisfaction. Every candidate must have his approval, and,to 
have his approval he must be willing to turn the patronage 
over to Mike Kelly. 


This condition cannot endure. It is a, reproach to the'city 


administration and a subject of widespread complaint. .It is 
breeding a discontent that endangers Mayor Mott's election 
in the coming contest. It is obnoxious to the principles on 
which the new charter was framed that the municipal service 
sht>uld. serve no higher purpose than being the commissary of 
a political boss who is building up a machine with intent to 
dominate both the city and county governments. It is con- 
trary to public policy that the public patronage should be used 
to build up and strengthen a bossism that has already become 
insolent and intolerant. 


If Mike Kelly is to run the city government he should get 


the consent of the people in the regular way; he shcmld'rtm for 
Mayor himself, in company with other candidates accredited 
to his machine. Otherwise he should keep his hands off. 
Mayor Mott should compel him to keep his hands off, and 
compel city employes to cease being political workers for Mike 
Kelly. He has permitted Mike Kelly to build up a strong 
political machine with city patronage, and that machine is ag- 
gressive in the campaign. It. has blacklisted every candidate 
who does not acknowledge fealty and obligation to Mike Kelly, 
and it is trying to make the liquor vote an instrument of boss 
rule. The power behind the throne is making itself felt on the 
saloon men, who realize how dependent they will be on the 
Board of Commissioners. Already the leading men in the 
liquor business have received their orders and some of them 
are at work obeying the commands. 


The liquor men are not to blame, for their business is al- 


ways open to attack which makes them extremely sensitive to 
hostility in the police and license-granting power. 


The wrong is in allowing the police power of the munic- 


ipality to be -wielded for political ends by persons having no 
legitimate authority in the city government and who are using 
that power to firmly fasten boss rule on the city, who are re- 
straining by subtle threat men engaged in the liquor trade 
from following their own inclinations and exercising untram- 
meled the rights of citizenship. It only, aggravates the evils 
winch attend the sale of intoxicants to place the saloons in 
the power of a boss 'who seeks political control by every device 
that can be brought into play, and who makes political sub- 
serviency a condition of granting liquor licenses. 


No greater wrong can be done a community than for its 


official power to be handed over to a boss and the places in 
the public service.tp'be made gifts of his favor. It is a wrong 
that will not long be tolerated in this city. It is a wrong that 
has already reached grave proportions and threatens to be-* 
'come still more malignant. It threatens to absorb all the 
functions of local government and concentrate them in the 
hands of a'man who holds no office under the city govern- 
ment and has no warrant whatever for the authority he Is 
exercising surreptitiously1 to strengthen and extend his polit- 
ical power. 
. 
" '' 
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It is not too late for Mayor Mott to assert himself. He 


has yet time to free himself from the fatal influence that is 
strangling his administration and destroying his usefulness. 
The way is still open'for him to •prove that he is his own man 
and not Mike Kelly's man. It rests with frfm to say whether 
he will rule the city for the people and to benefit the people, 
and not rule it for Mike Kelly and for the benefit of Mike 
Kelly's machine. It rests with him to decide whether he will' 
reassume'the functions he has partly surrendered to the boss 
or be devoured by the Frankenstein that he has fostered and 
helped create, whether the patronage at his. command shall be 
his destruction or an agency for clean good government. 


Mayor Mott has served the city well, and he merits thi? 


popular favor in which he is held, but he cannot hold this favor 
if he persists in allowing Mike Kelly to control the patronage 
and direct the political activities of the municipal government. 
He cannot destroy his own usefuhiess and retain the confi- 
dence he has enjoyed in the past. He cannot expect to be en- 
dorsed by the people if he presents himself as the deputy of 
a boss. He cannot be a candidate as Frank K. Mott and be 
mayor for Mike Kelly. It is for him to choose.'

roads. A Chinese road is"'simply a cai-t 
track, winding across'the country. It is 
always narrow. ' Tho only vehicles used 
outside the cities is a heavy wooden two- 
wheeJed cart, .drawn by 'hordes, or don- 
keys. 
In the rainy~ season the roads 
are quagmires. In the hilly regions the 
roads become water courses in tha rainy 
season and the action of the water 
converts them into cuttings or ditches 
far below the average level "of the coun- 
try. On one stretch of road near Peking 
the trackway is 12 to 15 feet below the 
general level.

The solution consists of 100 pounds 
of limo to 100 gallons of "water and one
